I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  your  district  for  the  year  1962 
The  department’s  activities  have  been  of  particular  importance  and 
much  has  been  contributed  to  the  general  welfare  of  the  district’s 
population  in  this  first  full  year  of  health  and  welfare  services 
operation.  There  is  already  evidence  that  the  local  administration 
which  delegation  has  made  possible  can  understand  better  the  needs 
of  its  people  and  offer  more  personal  and  prompt  service. 


The  work  accomplished  during  the  year  is  described  in  the  various 
sections  of  the  report.  The  section  relating  to  the  activities  of  the 
inspectorial  staff  has  been  compiled  by  the  Senior  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  contributions  from  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and 
the  Cleansing  Superintendent  are  also  included. 

This  introductory  letter  summarises  briefly  the  contents  of  the 
report  as  a whole  and  draws  attention  to  any  points  of  special 
interest. 
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VITAL  STATISTICS 


Under  this  heading  figures  or  rates  are  given  to  enable  comparison 
to  be  made  between  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  district 
over  recent  years  and  the  health  of  the  country  as  a whole.  They 
include  the  birth  rate,  the  general  death  rate,  infant  mortality  rate 
and  the  maternal  mortality  rate. 

Birth  Rate 

The  district  rate  of  20.46  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  the 
highest  since  1948  and  showed  an  increase  on  that  of  19.74  for  1961. 
It  remained  higher  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole 
which  was  18.0,  the  best  national  rate  since  1947. 

General  Death  Rate 

The  general  death  rate  of  11.07  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  resident 
population  increased  from  the  figure  of  10.41  for  the  year  1961 
and  was,  in  fact,  the  district’s  highest  since  1951.  The  rate  for 
England  and  Wales,  11.9,  decreased  slightly  from  the  1961  figure 
of  12.0. 

Infant  Mortality 

The  rate  of  26.58  per  1,000  live  births  showed  a substantial 
increase  on  that  of  21.90  for  the  previous  year.  The  1961  figure 
was,  however,  the  lowest  recorded  for  this  district.  The  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  continued  to  decrease  and  the  1962  rate  of  21.4 
was  the  lowest  ever  national  figure;  0.2  per  1,000  below  that  for 
1961. 

There  were  47  deaths  in  infants  under  one  year  and  of  these  39 
occurred  in  the  first  four  weeks  of  life,  giving  a neo-natal  mortality 
rate  of  22.06  per  1,000  live  births  as  compared  with  the  1961  low 
figure  of  14.21.  In  16  of  these  prematurity  was  given  as  the  primary 
cause  of  death  and  in  eight  as  contributory.  The  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  for  1962  was  15.1. 

Maternal  Mortality 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  this  district  during  the  year. 
The  maternal  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1962  was 
0.35  per  1,000  live  and  still  births. 

In  compiling  the  statistics  for  births  and  deaths  the  actual  number 
of  live  births  (1,768)  and  the  total  deaths  in  the  district  (957)  have 
been  calculated.  The  standardised  rates  may  be  obtained  by 
multiplying  these  two  rates  by  the  Registrar  General’s  compara- 
bility factors  of  0.98  in  respect  of  births  and  1 .36  in  the  case  of  deaths. 
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INDIVIDUAL  CAUSES  OF  DEATH 

Perusal  of  the  table  giving  the  chief  causes  of  death  will  show 
that  heart  disease  continued  to  head  the  list  with  311  deaths,  46 
more  than  in  1961  and  representing  32.5%  of  the  total  deaths  in 
the  district.  Cancer  retained  second  place  causing  176  deaths 
(18.4%)  compared  with  167  (18.7%)  the  previous  year.  It  will  be 
observed  from  table  2 that  lung  and  bronchus  deaths  numbered 
36,  the  same  figure  as  for  1961.  In  third  place,  diseases  of  the  veins 
and  arteries  of  the  brain  caused  148  deaths  (15.5%),  and  fourth 
bronchitis  and  pneumonia  with  90  (9.4%).  Altogether  these  four 
causes  accounted  for  75%  of  the  total  deaths. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Notifications  of  these  diseases  are  set  out  in  table  7,  which  also 
gives  the  final  figures  after  correction.  The  year  was  very  quiet 
and  in  all  only  125  notifications  were  received.  Particulars  of  the 
incidence  of  the  various  diseases  will  be  found  in  Section  II. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

The  statistics  for  this  disease  are  shown  in  the  tables  and  summary 
of  Section  III. 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board’s  Sunderland  mass  radiography  unit 
visited  the  northern  part  of  the  district  at  Murton  and  Haswell  in 
early  March,  where  open  sessions  were  held  for  the  general  public. 
A total  of  877  persons  in  the  two  areas  took  advantage  of  the 
facilities  afforded.  The  Middlesbrough  unit  paid  a four  day  visit  to 
Blackball  in  early  November  and  this  was  followed  by  a three  day 
stay  at  Easington  Village.  During  the  month  of  December  this 
unit  spent  three  further  days  at  Horden. 

Individual  and  small  group  X-ray  is  also  available  at  the  General 
Hospital,  Chester  Road,  Sunderland,  and  at  the  Static  Unit,  35 
Grange  Road,  Middlesbrough.  Particulars  of  dates  and  times  for 
these  services  may  be  obtained  from  the  Health  Department, 
Easington. 

Details  of  B.C.G.  protection  are  given  in  Section  III. 

HEALTH  AND  WELFARE  FUNCTIONS 

Details  of  the  working  of  the  various  services  during  the  year  are 
to  be  found  in  Section  IV.  The  introduction  of  two  new  services 
can  be  reported.  Bearing  in  mind  the  proposal  for  the  provision  in 
the  1963/64  estimates  of  a training  centre  for  mentally-handicapped 
adult  males  and  females,  this  Council  decided  towards  the  end  of 
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1961  to  provide  a pilot  scheme  for  10  to  12  adult  males  using  one 
of  the  rooms  in  the  Junior  Centre  for  the  purpose.  A Craft  Instructor 
was  appointed  and  12  pupils  were  selected  for  training.  The  Centre 
opened  on  Monday,  5th  February,  1962  and  the  experience  gained 
during  the  past  few  months  will  prove  invaluable  when  the  new 
Centre  is  available  for  more  extensive  training. 

In  March,  1962  the  Council  appointed  a qualihed  Chiropodist  and 
on  30th  April  a chiropody  scheme  for  the  district  commenced  by 
affording  foot  treatment  at  seven  of  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  in 
the  district.  Domiciliary  visitation  was  provided  for  aged  and  sick 
persons  confined  to  their  homes.  This  service  has  been  much 
ap})re dated  particularly  by  the  aged  in  the  district  and  for  the 
eight  months  period  to  the  end  of  the  year  under  review  the  Chiro- 
podist had  undertaken  1,000  clinic  treatments  and  paid  175 
domiciliary  visits. 


WATER 

Piped  water  supply  in  the  district  has  been  sampled  weekly  during 
the  year.  All  48  samples  submitted  to  bacteriological  examination 
were  reported  as  satisfactory.  Further  details  will  be  found  in 
Section  V. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

Bacteriological  testing  of  throat  swabs,  faeces  and  other  human 
specimens  is  undertaken  by  the  Director  and  his  staff  at  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Havelock  Hospital,  Sunderland.  Weekly 
samples  of  ice-cream,  water  and  milk,  and  occasional  samples  of 
meat  and  other  edible  products  have  been  submitted  during  the 
year.  174  faecal  specimens  in  respect  of  dysentery,  food  poisoning 
and  ? typhoid  fever  cases  and  their  contacts  were  sent  to  the 
laboratory  for  examination  and  report. 

SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 

The  comments  and  tables  to  be  found  in  Section  V dealing  with 
the  environmental  services  contributed  by  the  Senior  Public  Health 
Inspector,  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  the  Cleansing  Super- 
intendent contain  much  information  of  importance  and  interest. 

HOUSING 

In  June  the  Council  made  representation  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  in  respect  of  1 16  houses  affecting  348 
persons  at  South  Hetton,  forming  Clearance  Areas  167  to  172  and 
the  following  month  declared  Clearance  Areas  173  to  176  comprising 
34  houses  containing  115  persons  at  Deaf  Hill. 
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CONCLUSION 

A study  of  the  vital  statistics  in  the  following  pages  will  show  that 
the  general  health  of  the  population  during  1962  was  satisfactory. 
The  highest  birth  rate  since  1948  was  achieved  and  the  general 
death  rate  compares  favourably  with  the  national  rate.  Infant 
mortality  in  the  district,  however,  remains  higher  than  the  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

Vaccination  and  immunisation  has  removed  from  us  the  fear  held 
in  the  past  of  several  of  the  infectious  diseases  and  the  year  1962 
was  perhaps  the  most  quiet  on  record;  but  greater  co-operation  is 
still  required  from  parents  throughout  the  district  in  order  that  a 
much  higher  percentage  of  children  may  be  fully  protected. 

I am  again  grateful  to  the  members  and  officials  of  the  Council 
for  their  support  during  another  very  active  year,  and  wish  to  express 
my  appreciation  of  the  loyal  and  willing  co-operation  of  the  entire 
Health  Department  staff.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


The  main  points  of  interest  in  Table  7 can  be  briefly  summarised 
as  follows: — 

There  were  only  1 1 cases  of  scarlet  fever  notifled  during  the  year 
compared  with  37  in  1961. 


Whooping  cough  notiflcations  numbered  30  against  145  the 
previous  year. 


There  was  only  one  case  of  poliomyelitis  notified  during  the  year. 
A male  child  of  two-and-a-half  years  was  admitted  to  Havelock 
Hospital  on  4th  August,  1962  and  subsequently  confirmed  as  a 
case  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis.  He  was  not  discharged  home  until 
27th  June,  1963.  Enquiries  reveal  that  neither  he  nor  the  other 
five  members  of  the  household  had  been  protected  against  the 
disease.  The  patient’s  parents  and  six-years  old  brother  commenced 
a course  of  oral  poliomyelitis  vaccination  three  days  after  the 
child’s  admission  to  hospital,  and  only  the  two  grandparents 
remain  unprotected. 


Measles  notifications  numbered  37  as  compared  with  1618  cases 
notified  in  the  epidemic  year  of  1961. 


For  the  seventh  successive  year  there  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria 
in  the  district. 


Sonne  dysentery  notifications  numbered  eight,  of  which  seven 
were  confirmed  by  bacteriological  examination.  There  were  six 
confirmed  cases  of  dysentery  in  1961. 


No  cases  of  meningococcal  infection  were  notified  during  1962. 

Ten  notifications  of  acute  pneumonia  were  received,  compared 
with  16  the  previous  year. 


There  were  two  notifications  of  food  poisoning,  one  of  which  was 
confirmed  as  a case  of  Salmonella  typhi-murium.  The  other  was 
not  confirmed.

TUBERCULOSIS 


The  foregoing  tables  may  be  summarised  as  follows: — 

Twenty-four  new  cases  of  the  respiratory  form  of  the  disease  were 
notified  during  the  year  comprising  13  males  and  11  females.  This 
was  a decrease  of  14  on  the  figure  of  38  for  1961  made  up  of  22  males 
and  16  females.  There  were  five  new  notifications  of  the  non- 
respiratory  form  during  the  year,  three  males  and  two  females. 

Deaths  from  the  respiratory  form  decreased  from  eight  in  1961 
to  five,  all  males.  There  were  no  non-respiratory  deaths. 

The  district  mortality  rate  for  respiratory  tuberculosis  was  0.057 
per  one  thousand  of  the  population  compared  with  the  figure  of 
0.059  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole.  The  non-respiratory  rate 
for  the  district  was  nil  and  the  national  rate  0.007.

TREATMENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS 


Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres 

The  number  of  Welfare  Centres  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  10, 
seven  owned  or  wholly  rented  by  the  local  health  authority.  Three 
centres  were  held  in  rented  rooms  of  church  and  welfare  halls. 

Table  13  shows  the  aggregate  attendances  at  the  welfare  centres 
during  the  year,  and  Table  15  the  attendances  at  each  welfare  centre. 

Dental  Clinics 

Two  clinics  were  in  operation  during  the  year. 

Ante-natal  Clinics 

Sessions  were  being  held  at  five  centres  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
At  centres  where  numbers  do  not  justify  special  sessions,  advice  is 
given  at  child  welfare  centres. 

Post-natal  Clinics 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  post-natal  sessions  were  held  at  one 
centre.  At  centres  where  numbers  do  not  justify  special  sessions, 
advice  is  given  at  ante-natal  clinics. 

Birth  Control  Clinics 

Advice  was  given  at  three  centres. 

Artificial  Sunlight  Clinics 

The  number  of  centres  using  ultra-violet  ray  lamps  at  the  end  of 
the  year  was  five. 

Health  Centre 

The  centre  at  Peterlee  continues  to  operate  satisfactorily.

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HEALTH  VISITING 

The  work  has  progressed  satisfactorily  through  the  year  and 
there  is  a general  feeling  of  satisfaction  in  the  closer  liaison  between 
staff  and  other  Social  Workers.  Monthly  staff  meetings  give  oppor- 
tunity for  discussion  on  administration,  midwifery,  medicine  and 
social  work. 

The  decision  to  establish  Health  Visitors  in  Welfare  Centres  is 
already  proving  its  worth  and  with  the  increasing  duties  placed  on 
Health  Visitors,  this  arrangement  will  make  it  possible  for  them  to 
be  more  easily  accessible  to  General  Practitioners,  the  public  and 
other  Social  Workers. 

This  year,  two  Health  Visitors  have  been  allocated  to  two  Group 
Practices  with  some  success  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  arrangement 
can  be  developed  further. 

Liaison  between  hospitals  and  the  Local  Authority  has  been  very 
good.  Elderly  patients  discharged  from  hospital  are  visited  by  the 
Health  Visitor  or  Home  Nurse  and  home  visits  are  made  by  Health 
Visitors  to  all  children  discharged  from  hospitals. 

Ante-natal  educational  classes  have  been  started  in  two  districts. 

Sessions  are  also  arranged  for  screening  tests  to  assess  hearing 
abilities  of  babies  who  by  reason  of  some  hereditary,  medical  or 
pregnancy  complication  may  be  “at  risk”.  An  “at  risk”  register  is 
also  being  compiled. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  10  Health  Visitors  were  employed  as 
against  an  establishment  of  11.

Smallpox,  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough 

Propaganda  leaflets,  drawing  attention  to  the  need  for  children 
to  be  protected  against  smallpox,  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough, 
are  sent  to  parents  by  post  when  their  children  attain  the  age  of 
three  months.  Further  propaganda  is  despatched  when  children  are 
four  years  nine  months.  All  leaflets  give  details  of  the  facilities 
available  for  vaccination  and  immunisation. 

Details  of  all  immunisations  and  vaccinations  are  given  to  Health 
Visitors  to  enable  them  to  visit  and  advise  in  respect  of  those  children 
not  so  protected. 

Vaccinations  and  immunisations  are  carried  out  by  general 
practitioners  at  their  surgeries  and  by  the  assistant  welfare  medical 
officers  at  the  child  welfare  centres. 

Tables  26,  27,  28  and  29  give  details  of  the  numbers  vaccinated 
and  immunised  in  the  district  during  the  year. 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

During  the  year,  poliomyelitis  oral  vaccine  was  introduced;  this 
was  given  on  sugar  lumps  or  in  syrup.  A scheme  was  undertaken 
during  the  period  May  to  August  throughout  the  district.  Evening 
sessions  were  held  in  schools,  and  every  school  child  in  the  district 
was  given  propaganda  leaflets  to  take  home  to  enable  parents  to 
take  advantage  of  these  sessions.  Only  2570  were  completely 
protected  during  the  scheme  although  over  1 1 ,000  doses  were  given; 
this  was  due  to  people  having  one  or  two  doses  of  vaccine  and  not 
returning  to  complete  the  full  course. 

Vaccination  was  still  carried  on  with  the  Salk  type  vaccine,  but 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  demand  was  dropping  in  favour  of 
the  oral  type.

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  a report  of  the  work  undertaken  by 
the  Inspectors  of  this  department  during  the  year  1962. 

The  various  tables  and  statistical  matter  of  this  Section  show 
continued  activity  by  the  Inspectors  in  all  the  branches  of  the 
Public  Health  Services.  Many  hours  are  spent  and  devoted  to  meat 
inspection  and  food  hygiene.  An  additional  Inspector  was  appointed 
and  commenced  duty  in  October  to  help  with  the  extra  Slum 
Clearance  Schemes  after  the  approval  of  the  Easington  Town  Map 
by  the  Minister. 

Housing  Act  “Standard  Grants”  are  still  being  used  and  the 
Inspectorate  devoted  a lot  of  time  discussing,  explaining  and 
following  through  the  various  applications. 

I am  again  grateful  for  the  assistance  of  my  colleagues  and  the 
co-operation  of  the  chief  officers.

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Smoke  Abatement  and  Colliery  Spoilbanks 

Inspections  have  continued  to  be  made  to  spoilbanks  and  advice 
given  on  the  installation  of  boiler  plants  as  to  the  height  of  flues,  etc. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960 

The  three  sites  used  in  the  Crimdon  area  are  subject  to  regular 
visits,  especially  during  the  summer  months.  Licenses  authorising 
temporary  accommodation  have  been  issued  during  the  year. 

Verminous  Premises 

Nine  Council  houses  and  17  private  houses  were  disinfested  of 
bed  bugs.  Accounts  were  rendered  in  the  case  of  all  privately  owned 
dwellings  to  cover  the  cost  of  time  and  materials  used. 

In  96  cases  of  infestation  of  house  property  by  cockroaches,  etc., 
advice  and  active  assistance  were  given. 

Infectious  Disease  Investigation 

103  visits  to  households  were  made  during  the  year  in  respect  of 
infectious  diseases.  Disinfection  was  carried  out  where  necessary  and 
in  the  case  of  Sonne  dysentery,  paratyphoid  fever  and  food  poisoning 
approximately  174  faecal  specimens  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination. 

Licensed  Premises,  Clubs,  etc. 

Thirty-six  inspections  were  carried  out  at  licensed  premises  and 
clubs.  Six  informal  notices  were  served  and  one  was  complied  with. 

Cinemas  and  Public  Halls 

Twenty-flve  inspections  were  made  in  respect  of  heating,  lighting, 
ventilation  and  sanitary  accommodation.  Three  informal  notices 
were  served  and  four  were  complied  with. 
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Rodent  Control 

Two  sewer  maintenance  treatments  were  carried  out  during  the 
financial  year  at  six-monthly  intervals.  The  following  particulars 
show  that  of  the  554  manholes  baited,  184  gave  evidence  of  rat 
infestation: —

It  will  be  observed  from  the  table  that  during  the  year  1962, 
inspection  of  non- agricultural  properties  either  as  a result  of 
complaints  received  or  in  the  course  of  normal  daily  routine  revealed 
417  infestations  by  rats.  Only  31  of  these  were  found  to  be  heavy  or 
major  infestations  and  the  remainder,  386  were  minor.  Six  properties 
were  found  to  be  seriously  infested  by  mice,  and  included  in  the  175 
premises  requiring  minor  treatment  for  mice  107  were  dwelling 
houses.  Altogether  608  properties  affected  by  rat  or  mouse  infestation 
were  treated  during  the  year.  There  were  213  inspections  carried 
out  on  agricultural  properties  during  1962,  and  farmers  and  tenants 
are  still  being  encouraged  to  contract  with  the  Council  for  the 
destruction  of  rodents  on  their  premises.

Housing 

A total  of  620  Council  houses  was  inspected  during  the  year  either 
on  the  occasion  of  the  house  becoming  vacant  or  prior  to  exchange. 
The  general  condition  of  the  property  was  invariably  reported  and 
both  the  Surveyor  and  the  Accountant  informed  of  details  of 
disrejiair.  A valuable  opportunity  is  given  under  this  system  of 
inspection  prior  to  exchanges  being  confirmed  to  recommend  refusal 
where  a house  is  observed  to  be  wilfully  neglected  or  verminous. 
Colliery  property  in  one  parish  is  also  subject  to  this  system. 

Eleven  requests  in  respect  of  Council  houses  were  investigated  by  the 
District  Inspectors.  Reports  on  the  living  conditions  and  circum- 
stances of  the  applicants  were  prepared  and  forwarded  to  local 
members  for  their  information  and  consideration.

Factories  Act,  1961 

During  the  year  201  inspections  of  premises  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  the  above  Act  were  made,  principally  in  connection 
with  sanitary  accommodation,  and  in  those  factories  where 
mechanical  power  is  not  employed  to  ensure  adequate  lighting, 
ventilation,  heating,  general  cleanliness  and  prevention  of  over- 
crowding in  workrooms. 

One  formal  and  12  informal  notices  to  remedy  defects  were  taken, 
with  satisfactory  results  in  three  cases,  the  rest  not  being  completed. 


With  the  exception  of  agricultural  properties,  a property  means 
one  which  is  entered  separately  in  the  Valuation  Roll  for  the 
area. 

Premises  used  by  the  L.A.  for  the  purposes  of  trade  should  be 
entered  in  Col.  (3). 

Sewers  should  not  be  included. 

Combined  dwelling  and  business  premises,  where  occupied  by 
the  same  person,  should  be  regarded  as  business  premises  and 
should  be  entered  in  Col.  (3).  Where  the  dwelling  and  business 
parts  of  the  premises  are  in  separate  occupation,  separate  entries 
should  be  made  in  Cols.  (2)  and  (3). 

In  filling  in  the  first  linos  of  Sections  II,  III  and  IV  each  property 
should  be  counted  once  only.  On  other  lines,  if  tw’o  or  more  species 
are  found  on  the  same  property,  it  should  be  counted  for  each 
species.

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SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  SUPPLIES 


Inspection  of  Meat  and  Other  Foods 


Meat 

Private  Slaughtering  at  the  15  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the 
district  proceeded  smoothly  up  to  the  “appointed  day”  which  was 
1st  July.  The  number  is  now  reduced  to  nine,  two  of  which  are  for 
“smalls”  only. 

Perusal  of  the  following  tables  will  show  that  33,401  animals 
have  been  slaughtered,  all  of  which  were  inspected,  and  that 
2,337  stones  of  meat  and  edible  offal  were  condemned.  Part  of 
this  was  collected  by  a recognised  salvage  firm  from  the  Cleansing 
Department  at  Murton  and  some  disposed  of  by  incineration. 

Other  Foods 

The  inspectors  of  the  department  have  continued  to  issue 
condemnation  certificates  in  support  of  traders’  claims  against 
suppliers.  These  certificates  are  normally  accepted  without 
question  by  the  suppliers. 


During  the  year  314  stones  of  other  foods  were  condemned,  a 
decrease  of  274  stones  on  the  figure  of  588  for  the  year  1961. 
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Carcases,  Organs  and  Edible  Offal  condemned  as  being  unfit  for  Human  Consumption  during  the  year  1962.

Vehicles  used  for  the  transport  of  carcase  meat  were  frequently 
examined  during  the  year  and  found  to  be  generally  maintained 
in  a satisfactory  condition. 


Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1958 

All  animals  were  stunned  and  slaughtered  by  competent  licensed 
slaughtermen  and  all  precautions  taken  to  prevent  any  unnecessary 
suffering  by  the  animals. 

The  number  of  licences  issued  during  the  year  to  persons 
authorising  them  to  slaughter  animals  in  a slaughterhouse  or 
knackers  yard  was  43.  This  figure  included  five  new  licences 
issued  during  the  year. 


Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 

In  the  rural  district  regular  inspections  continued  to  be  made 
of  all  premises  where  food  is  prepared  or  stored  for  purposes  of 
sale.  Wherever  it  has  been  felt  necessary,  district  public  health 
inspectors  have  urged  traders  to  provide  refrigeration  equipment. 
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The  types  of  food  premises  registered,  visited  and  subject  to 
informal  action  during  the  year  are  detailed  in  the  following

Eleven  applications  for  registration  of  premises  for  “The  sale 
of  ice-cream”  under  Section  16  of  the  Act  were  received  during 
the  year,  all  of  which  were  approved.  In  the  majority  of  cases  the 
applications,  by  mutual  consent,  were  not  submitted  for  considera- 
tion until  the  shopkeeper  had  discussed  his  proposal  with  the 
inspector  for  the  particular  district  and  satisfied  him  on  the 
arrangements  provided. 

Ice-cream  samples  numbering  122  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Sunderland  for  bacteriological  examination. 
The  villages  at  which  the  samples  were  collected  and  their  grading 
are  shown  in  table  form.  All  samples  attaining  grades  one  and 
two  are  regarded  as  satisfactory.  It  will  be  observed  from  the 
following  comparison  that  the  high  standard  of  the  past  few  years 
has  been  maintained.

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Milk  Supply — Supervision 

Regular  inspections  of  dairies  have  been  carried  out  by  the 
public  health  inspectors  and  any  infringements  of  the  Regulations 
have  been  reported  to  those  concerned. 

Milk  samples  submitted  for  examination  during  the  year  totalled 
165  consisting  of  17  samples  of  raw  milk  which  were  tested  for 
keeping  quality  and  cleanliness,  and  148  samples  of  pasteurised 
and  sterilised  which  were  subjected  to  additional  tests  designed 
to  establish  the  efficiency  of  heat  treatment. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  28  inspections  of  distributors’ 
premises  were  made.

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HOUSING  AND  SEWERAGE 

(Contributed  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor) 

Housing 

The  construction  of  new  houses  to  accommodate  families  from 
Slum  Clearance  Areas  in  the  Council’s  district  has  continued 
satisfactorily  during  the  year,  and  a total  of  120  houses  have  been 
completed. 

The  total  number  of  post-war  houses  completed  to  date  is  3,309, 
making  the  total  number  of  houses  owned  by  the  Council  7,930. 

Private  Housing

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Improvement  Programme 

Work  has  continued  on  the  second  phase  of  the  improvement 
programme  to  pre  1939  Council  houses,  and  a total  of  556  have 
had  major  improvements  completed  during  the  year,  making  a 
total  of  1,781  houses  in  all. 

Housing  Maintenance 

The  maintaining  of  Council  houses  has  continued  satisfactorily 
during  the  j^ear  and  19,104  repairs  were  made  to  pre-war  houses, 
11,492  repairs  to  post-war  houses,  and  944  repairs  to  prefabricated 
bungalows,  making  a total  of  31,540  repairs  in  all. 

Sewerage 

Works  of  maintenance  on  all  the  Council’s  sewers  have  been 
satisfactorily  carried  out  throughout  the  year.  Many  of  the  Council’s 
outfall  sewers  and  cast-iron  pumping  mains  have  suffered  damage 
due  to  mining  subsidence.  It  has  been  necessary  to  carry  out  repairs 
and  diversions  in  Wheatley  Hill,  Wingate,  Castle  Eden,  Peterlee, 
Horden  and  Old  Shotton,  because  of  general  settlement  due  to 
subsidence. 
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Wingate  to  the  Sea  Sewer  Outfall 

J)uring  the  pa«t  year  it  has  been  necessary  to  divert  and 
reconstruct  a])proximately  | mile  of  15"  outfall  sewer  in  the  Castle 
Mden  area.  This  work  has  now  been  completed  and  is  in  satisfactory 
working  order. 

Horden 

The  27"  diameter  outfall  sewer  which  runs  under  the  A.  1086  at 
Horden  suffered  a collapse  when  immediate  temporary  remedial 
works  had  to  be  carried  out.  During  the  time  this  work  was  being 
done,  it  v’^as  found  that  a fairly  large  comprehensive  scheme  of 
reconstruction  would  have  to  be  carried  out  in  the  1963  financial 
year. 


Bus  Shelters 

During  the  past  year  a further  19  ’bus  shelters  have  been 
completed,  bringing  the  total  to  151.  Other  than  the  parishes  of 
Horden,  Peterlee  and  Thornley,  the  ’bus  shelter  scheme  is  now 
practically  completed.  The  usual  considerable  repairs  due  to 
vandalism  have  also  been  carried  out. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

(Contributed  by  the  Cleansing  Superintendent) 

Collection  of  Household  Refuse 

The  work  of  the  department  has  been  satisfactorily  carried  out 
during  the  year  and  all  complaints  have  received  immediate 
attention.  The  whole  of  the  district,  except  for  a few  outlying  farms, 
has  received  a twice  and  in  some  cases  three  time  weekly  service. 

From  28,543  houses,  other  buildings  and  dwellings  in  the  district 
2,789,274  collections  were  made.  This  represents  an  average  of 
53,621  collections  weekly.  Tonnage  during  the  same  period  amounted 
to  81,510  tons. 

Twenty-five  vehicles  travelled  194,788  miles  using  40,202  gallons 
of  petrol. 

Disposal  Areas 

All  disposal  areas  are  being  worked  by  the  semi-controlled  method, 
and  although  occasional  fires  occurred,  no  great  expense  has  been 
necessary  to  abate  this  nuisance. 
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Dust  Bins 

During  the  j^ear  296  private  dust  bins  have  been  sold,  512  supplied 
to  Council  House  tenants,  and  300  supplied  to  Crinidon  Park. 

Public  Conveniences 

Twenty-six  conveniences  in  the  district  are  cleansed  daily  and 
176  bus  shelters  receive  regular  attention  by  this  department. 

Trade  Refuse 

Trade  refuse  is  collected  during  normal  rounds  and  quarterly 
accounts  submitted.  The  charge  of  7d.  per  bin  or  its  equivalent  is  in 
relation  to  the  number  of  bins  or  quantity.  91  tradespeople  through- 
out the  district  have  taken  advantage  of  this  service  bringing  in  a 
total  of  £337, 

Salvage 

200 J tons  of  Waste  Paper  was  sold  bringing  in  the  revenue  of 
£1,703.  Other  materials  salvaged  included  47  tons  of  Metals, 
13  tons  of  Textiles  and  1,024  gross  Bottles  and  Jars.  The  total 
salvage  revenue  amounting  to  £2,486
